F ancient, long ago practiſed of the poo- 
5 reſt, exerciſed of the moſt excellent 
and godly of che earth, the Prophets, 
che Patriarchs, the Apoſtles, and of 
Chriſt himſelfe, the paterne of piety 1 
who gaue the firſt plot of perfect Pray - 
er, of his owne propoſing, moſt plaine, 
pure,precious, and profound, in cheſe 
words; Our Father which art in beauen, 
Oc 
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cc. To the ſubſtance whereof, alchouzh 
there can be nothing added, nor from 
thence any thing can bee taken away, 
without manifeſt impiety: yet are wee 
not ſo ſtrictly tied to the words thereof 
only, but that we may according to our 
ſeuerall occafions ( which arc infinite) 
dilate vpon the fame to our comfort in 
him, without offence to the maieſty of 
God, if it be done in true ⁊eale, without 
the which, euen the moſt effectual prai- 
er is ſin, I cannot but confeſſe, that great 
is the frailty remaining in me, which in 
my trauaile in this practiſe hath greaily 
hindred me: and many are the vanities 
of my mind, which in my chiefeſt deſire 
haue miſcaried me. Vet ſuch hach been 
the fauour of my heauenly Father, that 
he hath hitherto aſſiſted me, and to my 
comfort hath performed that, which of 
mine one proper power, wiſdome and 
will, i could not performe, And theſe 
prayers, which in this little Volume thou 
ſnalt find, haue bzen to me not a little 
comfortable, & to the fairhfull, exerci- 
ſing them, they will bee profitable, of 
whatſoeuer eſtate, degree, calling, or 
miniſtery they be of : although 1 pre- 
ſume not to teach, but deſire to bee 
taught: and expect no praiſe, but euen 


in heart yeeld all the praiſe to kim that 


was 
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vas, and is the guide and ſtay of all that 
true ly ſeeke to ſerue him. Which l be · 
ſeech him to grant vs faithfully at all 
times to doe: not onely in the out ward 
word, with the lippes onely, and w th a 
ſhew alone, but with the inward affecti- 
on of the heart, with the longing de ſire 
of the ſoule, and the ardent conſent of 
all che powers of your bodies So ſh: 
our prayers pleaſe him, and euen the 
grones of out hearts , which paſſe in ſi- 
lence, ſnall preſent our canſe before the 
Tribunall ſeate of our good God, who 
is aluaies neere at hand, and ready to 
performe what is moſt neceſſary for 
our eſtates in this life, wh:ich in reſpect 
is but a ſpanne long: yea, could wee 
liue a thouſand yeeres, it were but as 
one day. Wee may not too much ro- 
gard the ouer-dainry maintenance of 
our corporall eſtates: wee may not o- 
uercuriouſſy ſeeke the meanes to be- 
come admirable in reſpect of out au- 
thority, of our riches, of our friends, 
and of our carnall pleaſures, where- 
with alaſſe our weake natures , our 
fraile conceites, and our carnall de- 
fires are ofren beguiled, and our poore 
ſoules often dangered and miſcarried. 
Wherefore it behoueth vs carefully , 
firſt and before all things, to ſeeke the 
King 


A Preface to the 
Kingdome of GOD, the way, the 


meanes, and the guid thereunto; which 
is not to bee fought elſwhere, bur 
in the word of God by prayer. It is 
not in the outward viewe;and therefore 
to de ſought from aboue, and to be in- 
wardly rece iued and comprehended by 
faith. It is the kingdome of the myfte- 
ries of God. It is the keeping of his 
commandements, and the due obedi- 
ence ynto his will, The way thereunto 
is by grace (the gift of God) which he 
gineth ro them + faithfully aske it. 
The meanes to helpe vs thereunto , is 
Chriſt the Sonne of God: who, fitung 
at the right hand ofthe Father, obrai- 
neth and ſendech vs that grace, which 

ideth vs; and giuetn all things elle , 
both ſpirituall and worldly, tnat hee 
ſeeth needfull for vs. But notwithſtan- 
ding this fingular benefit of the medi- 
ation of Chriſt vnto his Father for vs, 
wee are not diſcharged of this neceſſi- 
ry exerciſe of prayer; but ſo much the 
more — to the executing there- 


of continually, inſtantly, faithfully, and 
zealouſly, for the graces of God : which 
are the things, without the which , all 
our prayeis, all our ſpeeches, bee they 
many or few , be they Jowdor filent,be 
they of what kinde or ſhew ſocuer , a- 

| uaile 
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uaile nothing, But wee muſt fir ſt found 
all our deſires and prayers vpon an vn- 
doubred faith, wee muſt powre them 
from the very bottome of our hearts, 
and continue them in a godly pati - 
ence, and all in che name of Chrift 
Teſus : in whoſe name, and for whoſe 
ſake, all things neceſſary are promiſed 
to bee giuen to thoſe that aske accor - 
ding to the will of God. Wherein wee 
muſt note, that wee are not permitted 
raſnly to deſire any thing according to 
the deſire of Heſhly imagination, reef 


in our owne conceits neuer ſe meg 
and neceſſary;for the wiſedome of t 
fleſh is fooliſhneſſe before God. But 
wee muſt firſt duly conſider, whar dire- 
ion the word of God giueth vs in that 
bebalfe : and then in all humility, to re- 
paire vnto the fountaine from whence 
that gift (for which wee pray) muſt 
come to wit, Chriſt, che meme to 
obtaine good ſucceſſe in our petiti- 
ons. Wee are ſinfull, and therefore 
great, yea, the greateſt occaſion to flie 
vnto God, is for the forgiueneſſe of 
finnes, and in this point haue all men 
eauſe to vſe this exerciſe. For who ſo 
is ſinfull and ſeeking no redreſſe for 
that ſore, and dieth ot that diſeaſe, he it 
in perill of death eternall. And if any 
Nu 
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man ( in his owne conceire ) acquire 
himſelfe from ſinne, and ſuppoſe him- 
lelfe free from falling before God, in 
ſome grieuous offenec, and therein 
flatter himſelfe, and refuſe ro repaire 
vnto GOD for pardon of his ſinne, 
reat is the danger, chat that little 
parke of Preſumption may inkindle 
in ſuch a ſoule, to his vtter condem- 
nation, Wherefore great is the occa - 
ſion, which the ſinne of euery day, 
yea of cuery houre miniſters vato the 
wſt, to call vnto God not oncly for 
don but for ſtrength to vnderſtand 
Rat, which often at vnawares ouer- 
commeth the moſt godly, Wee muſt 
therefore, in this behalte, bee carefull 
to repaire vnto che head of our com- 
fort heere, leſus Chriſt the Lambe of 
God that taketh away che ſinnes of che 
World. 

Many are the worldly occaſions which 
force euery man to ſeeke reliefe at the 
hand of God, which wee are not one- 
ly permitted, but commanded to doe: 
not by our one corrupt and peruerſe 
meanes, Which wee are not onely not 
permitted, but forbidden to vſe. Wee 
muſt duely weigh , and carefully con- 
ſider our wants : for great are the er- 
cours of ficth and blood in this bo 

Co 
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halfe. For we ſee, that cur Jong con- 
tinuance in lice ntious and wilfull liber- 
tie in this point of negligence to ſerue 
Ged,is more then in the dayes of our 
forefathers ; for when they were in 
diſtreſſe, when they were in danger, 
when they were in moſt perilous eſtate, 
they diſc laimed their own meanes, and 
cleaued vnto the prou'dence of GOD, 
they forſooke the aide of the fleſh, and 
flame i their deſites according vr.to 
the ſpirit : El as 1n the Wilderneſſe, 
Daniel in the Lions Den, Joſeph in pris 
ſon, Dau d in diſtrefle, and all the holy 
ones in old time, in all theit troubles, 
left worldly truſt, and addrefſed them- 
ſelues onely to che aide of the liuing 
God: not refuſing ſuth law full meanes, 
as in his wiſedome hee prouided, and 
that paſt all humane hope. Ihe chil- 
dren of Iſrael hee deliuered through 
the Red Sca, in time of danger: he gaue 
them both faode and water by vnex* 
pected meanes : hee delivered Peter, 
Paul, and others from the encmies 
hands miraculouſly in his wiſdeme 3 
and hee worketh ſo for all that truſt in 
him ar this day. For his good will and 
Joue is not diminiſhed, nor his power 
and Joving hand ſhorrned , but in his 
wonted loue, hee helpech all chat relie 
vpon

They rather 
fooliſhly indeauour to heape vp riches, 
not knowing who ſhall inioy then: they 
urchaſe lands, and knew not who ſhall 
inherit them: they build gay houſes. and 
know not who ſhall poſſeſſe them; and 
fatter themſe lues, and ſay., Soule, take 
thine caſe; when death ſſandeth at the 
doore, ready to take their ſoule from 
them: And being thus cloaked with the 
a riches of the world, the remembrance of 
1 the ſeruice of God is baniſhed to the 
materiall Chui ch, where If they preſent 
he mſelues on the Sabboth day, they 
thinke it a ſufficient diſcharge to he are 
4 He ordinary ſeruice, vhen al the reſt of 
the day they ſpend in worldly confe- 
rence, & prophane excerciſe wore then 
the reſt of the weeke, Alas, what deuo- 
11 tion a ppeareth in theſe perſons:1 ipedk 
fo but to them, whoſe conſcience ſhall ace 
cule themſelues. God grant a ſpeedy re- 
fermarion without compulſion, God 
will not be mocked. 
Now, for the poore afflicted ones, 
ce Heat bs the frailty remaining in the 
* B moſt 
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moſſ: God grant patience to all. Such is 
the common cou:ſe of fleſh and blood, 
accompanied with diſtreſſe, that for the 
moſt part, cither violence, or impati- 
ence, or wilfull rebellion againſt God, 
is the effect of their coneeits, touching 
their hard eſtate. And ſo farre vnlike 
Chriſtians (for the moſt part) are wee, 
that wee in ſtead of being followers of 
him, deny him: in ſtead of patient accep- 
tance of his croſſe, we wilfully caſt it off 
by meanes vnlawfull, by robbery, by 
theft, by violence, and by blood. And if 
opportunity ſerue to neither of theſe, 
wee euen take counſell of Jobs wife, to 
curſe God, and {fin brutiſh manner] to 
leaue the beſt te fuge, namely, to repaire 
to GOD, ard at his hands to ſecke 
that, which in good time he giueth to 
all, in faith deſiring it; whether it be re- 
liefe in pouerty with EI as; freedome 
from bondage with Daniel; deliuerie 
from enemies, with Dauid; or comfort 
in all diſtreſſes, with the children of I- 
rael. Wee ſeeke wrong meanes in ſuch 
diſtreſſe, wherein we erre, not knowin 
that as God was louing vnto Iſrael, ſo 
he is louing vnto all that love him tru- 
Iy, that call vpon him faichfully, that at- 
tend his aid patiently, and obey his 
will duely. Ihe re is no cauſe why any 
man 
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man ſtands doubtfull of relieſe at the 


hands of him that neuer faileth to per- 
forme that which hee promiſed : for 
af we aske , we ſhall haue; if we ſeeke, 
we ſhall finde; ifwe knocke, hee will 
open the gate of his mercies, and 
powre the dew of his bleſſings plenti- 
fully vpon vs, not regarding the perſon 
of any, but the obedient hearts of all. 
And therefore may the ſinner penitent, 
the rich man truly liberall,and the poor 
diſtreſſed man faithfull, (to their com- 
forts) reſortto the throne of God , in 
prayers, and be afluredly heard to their 
aſſured pardon in the blood of Chriſt, 
ro their comfort, as well in pouerty as 
in abundance, 
It reſtech now chat we pray one for 
another; for our gracious King, that 
God may be pleaſed in mercy long to 
preſerue him a King ouer vs, and that 
hee may continue a ioyfull Father in 
our Engliſh Iſrael. For all other Chri- 
ſt ian Kings, we muſt likewiſe pray, chat 
God will increaſe in them the ſpirit of 
wiſdom, & fauor to the diſtreſſed flocks 
ynder their ſeuerall charges & gouern- 
ments. We muſt be mindful of our poor 
Chriſtian brethren,both at home & elſ- 
where: and for the aduerſaries of Gods 
wth (that now be gin to aſſaile ys , 3s 
B 2 ve 
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we ſee , and whom God himſelfe hath 


oucrthrowne,te encourage vs) that ei- 
ther it may pleaſc him to convert them, 
or to turn their forces from ys:and that 
it might pleaſe him in mercy to direct 
the liues and conuerſations of his Mini- 
ſtere, that they by his ſpirit may preach 
both tru y & boldly, And leſt their looſe 
lives ſhould be a flander vnto his word, 
let vs pray that his grace may hold them 
from falling into that, which cke Arch- 
enemy of his religion indeuoureth to 
draw them, and whereunto the fleſh is 
prone to yeeld,ard the captious cauel- 
lers at the truth, ready to publiſh; to the 
end to bring hi. word ( by them duely 
preached ) into reprochin this worla; 
and that wee that are to bce taught by 
their doctrine, may attentiue!y heare, 
truly vnderſtand , anddiligently exe- 
cute that, which the word of truth 
te acheth.

the fineſt, the wileſt, the wantonneſt, & 
0 orldlieſt,being meate for rhe wormes, 
Let no man then glory of a rich, or bee 
diſmaied at a poore eſtate, but acknou- 
ledge that the rich as well as the poore, 
the King as well as the begger,the high» 
eſt as well as the Joweſt , all and cucry 
one hath need of this medicine of prai- 
er, tobee either deliuered from a mi- 
ſerable eſtate preſent, or from caſuail 
calamities {o common to all, if nor 
at one time, yet at another, The Sunne 
riſeth ſhining, it may ſer ſnouring, chere 
is no eſtate permanent, but hath in it 
variety in procetdinꝑ, and alteration in 
tne end.

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forme the law of God ſo ſoundly, as no- 
thing ſhall bee found amifle in our do- 
ings though we be neuer ſo preciſe;for 
then we deceiue our ſelues. For we are 
all ſinners, and therefore what we want 
in performance of the will of GOD, 
Chriſt is redy with his merits to anſwer 
for vs. Vet mav wee not bee therefore 
diſlolute, and careleſſe, but ſtudious in 
the Commandements of God : and for 
that to performe them to the vtter- 
moſt, we be vnable, we muſt craue God 
aſſiſtance t o doe it as far forth as poſſi- 
ble we may, and God will accept the 
will for the deed,

flatterers: but they ſuddenly lcaue it 

all with grieke, without conuderation

And how hard a 

thing it is to be able at that generall 

reckoning to make ſuch an account as 

may deſirue acquittance, Cheilt him» 

lelke hath fozeſhtwed : It is as poſſible

But he that 
looheth now ints his cunning Dentces, 
ſhallſce greater, and mo2e then can be 
numbꝛed : whereof grow treaThertes, 
trcaſons, murthers, poiſonings. and a 
thouſand diuclliſh pzankes put in ext - 
cution, to ſhew, that the day is come 
ſpokenof long agone: That the loue of 
many ſhould ware cold. Then it muſt 
needs follow, That hatred and ennie 
mult become hot and furious, as in» 
DceD they are, Therefoze it behoucth 
tuery man to ſcclide all occaſions of 
Men muſt concciuing of diſplcaſure, fox thence 
beware how ſpzingeth malice, and from maltce ha» 
to conceiue tred, which is a moT ſubtil! ſinne, and 
oxences. Dangerous , foꝛ it is often carried long 
time, like a ſparke of (ire, inthe heart, 
and at length bꝛeaketh fozth. and cav 
irth oftentimes a mightie ruint. And 
cuery childe of God muſt affiire him ⸗ 
Tocarie ſelfe, that there are ſum: which court 
hatred is a f(tich ſparks with the aſhes of Biſſunulas

niſhments , that I haue yet in tore more 
ſtrange calamities than yet ye haue felt. And 
ſhall wee not pet caſt off theſe enoꝛmi · 
ties? @urcly it is lo diſlike that wed⸗ 
ding garment, wherewith we muſt en» 
ter ints our heauenlp inheritance, and 
it is ſo ſtrange vnto the Lozd, that hee 
will not know vs to behts : Dh that it 
wererefozmed : koꝛ eucry man and wo⸗ 
man wade in exceſle in this linne with · 
out repzooke : let it be refozmed, leſt 
God repꝛoue vs. 

Should wee let paſſe ſome little rc- 
counting of another groſſe euill, whoſe 
rep2oofe ts deſerucedly ſect downe by the 
ſacrcd ccuſureof God, and therefozc J 
will ſhew what the Loꝛd himſelke tpea- 
keth againlt it, that J map bee irre- 
piouable: The deſire of money is the roct 
of allewll. Oh what a ſhoꝛt and ſharpe 
ſentince is this! Jf it be the root of all 
cuill, then hath it, no doubt, many bꝛan · 
ches of enill, therefoze it is very vnlit 
fo reſt in this houſe of our ſoules, fo:

Wo 
be vnto you rich(ſaith Chꝛiſt) tor you haue 
your conſolation here. Jt is à linne ſo 
diſyltaſing vnto the Loꝛd, that hee p20* 
nonuced deſtruction vato the people of 
Jſracl, fo that from the leaſt vnto the 
greateſt of them, cacry one was giuen 
vnto couctoulnclle. Let vs thercfoze 
haue a care to refozme this enozmitie, 
and let vs caſt it out ot our hearts, foz it 
bꝛeedeth many euils:pet this euill abone 


all other ſcemeth vnpuniſhable, nay ra» Couetouſ- 
ther commendable, becauſe it ſecmeth netle vnpu- 
good hulbandꝛy. But all that are in the 11ſt able, 


right way vnto heauen, will caſt it out 
of this their ſtanding Houle, as dirt, 
dung, and vnpꝛolitable ſtufke, and bee 
onely carc full and content with compe ; 
tencie, accoꝛding to their qualities and 
tallinge, and not to ſet their minds von 
that which in the end makes them 
curſcd idolaters, and bzingeth with tz 
an impoſſibilitie to enter into the Ring» 
dome of heaucn. It is tmpoſſible fo2 a 
Camell to goc thzough the eye of a nec» 
dlt. As impoſſible it t3(faity Chꝛiſt) fo: 
a rich man to goe to heauen. Pet will 
fome r it is impollible with 
man to bzing a Camell thzough the eye 
of a necdle,yet God can doe it: then is it 
a miracle, and ſurely by conlequence a 
miracle if a rich mau, namely, a conc⸗ 
tous man be ſaued. 


This euill of couetonſneſſe dꝛaweth Flattere v 


vnto it another dangerous cuill, flat» 
tetie, which is an cutll chat draft 
18 
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light conceited men into vain-gtoꝛzie - 
But all fatterie is like the kiſſe ot an 
enemy, as was Judas, and therckoze 
are all flatterers to be reiccted, and to 
be caft out of this common locicty ot 
the members of this body, and to be cut 
off as vnpzolitable and perillous : pet 
theſe pꝛoſper in the world, and fare far 
better than ſuch as ſpeake the truth 
from their hearts. 

Certaine idle perſons, whole tnfecti- 
ons doe annoy a great part of thts body, 
are to be cured, o2 cut off; toꝛ they arc 
dangerous members, koz whoſe refs2- 
mation haue becue made many notable 
pꝛoutſions, by ſundzie lage and graue 
acts, and houles of cozrcction fo2 va» 
grants, erccted in cuerp ſhire, But it 
falleth out that the number of tuch 
Dangerous Weedes rather cncreal? 
than diminiſh, to the great detriment 
of onr common-weale : wherein I fp» 
pole the negligence of inferior offt- 
cers, is a great occalion of their in» 
creaſe. 

J haue trauelled in many ſhires, and 
it appeareth that there 1s little oz tz 
crecution of theſe good lawes, arcatls 
to be lamented, not oncly in regard of 
the common quict, which by them eis 
like to be diſturbed, but allo in regard 
of the perlons themſelnes, who endan⸗ 
ger their owne eſtates by their vngodly 
looſenceſſe + lewdneſſe of life. The 5am 
mon-weale alſo loſing their {abour, 
and trauell, which might in ſome — 
life 
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lurt ſtead their childꝛen, ik with a found 
and godly dilpolition,tifey would frame 
their limbes to laboz, pct cate ther that. 
which is gotten dy the ſweat: of other 
men. The number of theſe perſons is 
great, the perſons themlelues koz the 
moſt part able of body, hardy, ſtout» 
hearted,and fit to be employed tn ſtrong 
afkatres, a number of them yet counter» 
feiting impottncy, and defozming theme 
(clues with rotten rags,paſling though 
the Country halting m the dap tune, 
aud oftentimes annoy the good mem⸗ 
bers ok this publike weale in the night, 
Theſe paſſe and repaſſe by ſuch as haue 
authozity to examine, to commit, to 
puniſh, and refozme their Diſozder, 
and yet few oꝛ none (ct hand to redꝛeſſe 
it, Ik the Citie of London be viewed; 
the ſtreetes within it, and the ſuburbs 
and fieldes neare it, will peeld ot 
paung and old, men and women, a» 
ble of body to ſerue Maſters, and to la · 
bour foz their lining, a great number 
of vagabonds. And, which is molt 
lamentable, the poung and tender 
girles and laddes ok all ages, lie vnder 
ſtalles in the ſtreetes by —.— compa» 
nics, vnder hedges inthe fields, and no 
man taketh them vp to bzing them to 
ſome facultie to get their liuing, as is 
commanded, but ſuffer them to wallow 
ſtill in idleneſſe, vntill they be paſt to 
be rcclaymed, fallinginto bzcach of the 
lawes, & ſo are eaten vp with vntimely 
death, who ik they had beine carefully 
pꝛonided 
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pzoutded foz, they might haue pioucd 
good members of the weale publike. It 
is no new thing, and wouls G DD it 
might be now at the laſt cut off, oz in 
ſome meaſure refozmcd. The root be- 
ing cut in lunder, the bzanches would 
wither, foz there are diuers occalions 
giuen and tolerated, whereby they 
thus grow into theſe idle and vagrant 
courſes : it ſeemeth lawrull, foꝛ it ts to» 
lcrable, that enery man at his pleaſure 
map leaue his trauell, and go to the play 
houſe, bowling allies, bcare-gardene, 
ale-houſes , tauernes, and gaming, 
where they loſe their time, conſume 
their thꝛikt, and offend the lawes of God 
and his Maieſty. And the ſabbath day, 
which Gould be Canctificd with pzaycr, 
and hearing of the {Hozd, is pꝛophaned 
with thele accuſtomed cuils. And out of 
theſe enils of idleneſſe and loptertng, 
ſpꝛing many noplome things, that ble 
miſh our body heere, as filthinelle of the 
ficſhh, dznkennefle, gluttony. wearing, 
and blaſphemy, fozgetfulncſlc of God, 
and contempt of Magiſtrates, where» 
with our abode here being grcfly deli. 
ted, ſuch will be our vnſauozy dwelling, 
that our ſpirituall gueſt the holy Ghoſt, 
will refuſe to abide with vs. 


Therefore, O yee men of God, 
whom the Spirit of God directeth, 
flie theſe things, and follow after 
righteouſneſſe, godlineſſe, faith, pa-

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tience, and meekeneſſe, fight the 
good tight of faith, lay hold of eter- 
nall life, whereunto yee are called, 
and haue profeſſed a good profeſſion 
before many witneſſes.

But 
loe, the eclipſed is cleared, and che light 
againe appeareth, as when the Sunne 
arileth in his ſtrength,he ſheweth in our 
Vozizon comfoztably, and all godlie 
hearts are refreſhed with the ſwecte 
beames ok his ſacred light. And lith that 
came to paſſe which was meritable, la- 
mented of ſuch as loue the light, in re 
ſpccr there were that wiſhed dircfull 
darknes to couer our hemiſphere, what 
could be fall vs in this death in a time lo 
dangerous, mote acceptable and moe 
toyfull than the Diadem to King lamcs, 
and his pꝛincely pꝛeſence to vs: Sure, 
if wee ſhould not imbꝛace ſo high a ble 
ling at the hands of the great Kis, 
which wee row enioy with thanktii!- 
neſſe to GOD, and with lone vnfat- 
ned to his Paieſtic, J cannot but — 
wadi 
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ſwade mee, the diuine power would 

turne all our comfozts into calami⸗ 

ties, our religion into tdolatrie, and 

out peace ints warre. All muſt acknows 

ledge, that it is the hand of Jehouah, 

that hath bzought this great 3 

paſſe farre beyond the opinions, but 

not beyond the deſires of luch as feare 

God, and beare true loue vnto their 

countrey. And all the woꝛld may know 

that het which is called Jehonah, is 

alone euen the moſt high in al the earth: pg. 620 
and the bꝛinging his Mateſtie to vs iss 328, 
his wozke, and to bꝛing it to paſſe in 

peace, is marnellous in humane eyes.
